DRASTIC RULING O N B 


SALES OF SUGAR 


A drastic ruling on the sale of sug­ 
ar has just been made by Mr. Her­ 
bert Hoover, Federal Food Adminis­ 
trator, in a telegram sent to all Fed­ 
eral Food Administrators in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The telegram 
received 
by Orel Busby, Federal Food Admin­ 
istrator for Pontotoc county, reads 
as follows: 
“Mr. Hoover directs that sale of 
sugar to town or city consumers be 
reduced to two pounds, and that sale 
to consumers living in the country be 
reduced to five pounds. It is also 
necessary to take precautions against 
the home canning rule being abused. 
VV e have decided to limit purchases 
for birne canning purposes to twen- 
ty-five pounds per family at one time. 
ii any family requires more sucar 


they must make a showing to the 
County Food Administrator, and get

waiting, 
authorizing 
them to purchase their requirements 
all ernolYe 1.mmediate instructions to 
thief ?

in public eating places.

sugar bowl from the tables and to al­ 
low each person not exceeding the 
quota for one meal based on three 
pounds for 90 meals.” 
Mr Busby announces that all sug­ 
ar bulletins and statistics show that 
there is a large quantity of sugar in 
the world today but that all availa­ 
ble ships are being used to transport 
men and supplies to France. 
The 
sugar shortage is caused by a lack of 
shipping facilities and not on account 
of an actual shortage of sugar.

BRITISH CAMPS 


Behind British Lines in 
France, 
May 15.— (Correspondence of 
The 
Associated. Press)— Reg i rn e n t a I 
sports are fostered In 
the 
British 
army in war times to introduce com­ 
petitive spirit into the military rou­ 
tine and inspire the men to do their 
very best in times of severe stress. 
“It sustains a soldier to know that 
he is serving his country, but it Is 
more immediately 
exhilarating 
to 
know that he is doing as well or bet­ 
ter than his neighbor,” says one of 
the army manuals, “and it is still 
more inspiring for him to know that 
his company can equal or perhaps 
beat some rival company in the var­ 
ious vital enterprises of the train­ 
ing camp.” 
“The more a man feels that he is 
working, not for himself, but for his 
side, the better soldier he will be,” 
said an officer in command of a reg­ 
imental training camp. "He may for­ 
get about his company when he gets 
into the firing line, but he will re­ 
member, perhaps at the critical mo­ 
ment, that he belongs to the best reg­ 
iment, or the best division in the 
army, the regiment which never re­ 
treats.” 
As the correspondent came out on 
the parade-ground, he found a num­ 
ber of soldiers in a corner of the 
square engaged in "tilting the buck­ 
et.” This is merely the light relief 
of the afternoon. The mounted man 
tries to aim the pole which he carries 
so that it goes through a certain 
hole in a certain piece of wood; the 
hope of the spectators is that he will 
miss it and receive the contents of a 
bucket of water on his head. 
In another section of the square 
there was a bomb-throwing compe. 
tition, with the chief bombing offi­ 
cer as judge. The men were throw­ 
ing clay-bombs, which explode most 
realistically when they 
fall. 
They 
have to throw the bombs over a can­ 
vas barricade and land them in a 
particular square marked out on the 
ground. 
Another pastime is the alarm race. 
Four men are lying on the ground 
when a whistle blows. They jump up 
hastily, get on boots, putees, pack up 
full equipment and then fall in at a 
certain mark. The first man on the 
mark, if properly dressed, wins the 
prize. 
Other events are rapid loading and 
bayonet charging. 
The men go In 
for these by companies, four men to 
a company, and the company with 
the best collective time wins. The 
bayonet race takes place over the 
bayonet-fighting course, in full pack 
and equipment. There are Germans 
to be run through at every obstacle. 
The entrenching race is interest­ 
ing. Each squad of four men has its 
little allotment of earth. Armed only 
with an entrenching tool, they are 
allowed fifteen minutes to dig them­ 
selves in. Events of this sort intro­ 
duce a holiday atmosphere into the 
ordinary workaday life of the soldier 
in training. Interest is just as keen, 
in the singing competition, when a 
nervous squad of ten men marches 
into the ring and gives, after one or 
two false starts, the results of a 
week’s labored practice.

W ith the American Army in Eng­ 
land, July 12.— (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press)—America's in­ 
creased flow of troops into France 
has brought to the British public a 
realisation of the magnitude of the 
movement. The comings and goings 
of force after fore have impressed 
the residents of England with the 
might of their new ally as nothing 
else has. 
Since the first days of 
May 
the 
growing volume has been apparent. 
Wave after wave of American troops 
has moved forward from the ports of 
arrival through the country to rest 
camps and from them on to the ports 
of embarkation with 
only 
enough 
pause to get the aes wobble out of 
the men's legs. 
The number of rest camps—the 
name that has come th be applied to 
what really are concentration camps 
— has been increased, 
and 
British 
traffic men are finding themselves 
heavily taxed to maintain 
uninter­ 
rupted the shuttle of shipping be­ 
tween England and France. The Brit­ 
ish are doing that part of the work 
and American officers have been high 
in their praise of the efficiency dis­ 
played. 
Americans are in command of the 
men when they land and are respon­ 
sible for them in 
the 
temporary 
ary camps and up to the point of go­ 
ing to the piers where ships 
are 
waiting to carry them to France, 
but the transportation both across 
the country and overseas is in the 
hands of men who have been moving 
the British millions since 1914. 
It is at the rest camps that the 
American soldier gets his first real 
stop in the voyage he began at an 
American port. 
At the port of de­ 
barkation he is 
given 
scarcely 
a 
pause and no opportunity whatever 
to look around. From the ship that 
brought him over he is marched di­ 
rectly to a waiting train. Then the 
journey to camp is begun. But the 
trains are fast and the country is 
small so the journey never is long. 
When the train stops there is a 
arch, usually for two or three miles 
but in some cases the column must 
move on foot for ten or twelve miles 
before camp is reached. To the Brit­ 
isher who sees passing every day the 
thousands of men the sight is im­ 
pressive.
